The Iſraelites 
ſang in the Wilderneſs, and the Water-Spring opened; the 
Prieſts and Levites ſang Praiſes in the Temple, and-the 
Glory of the Lord filled the Houſe. Jeheſaphat marched 
his Army ſinging, and returned triumphant, his Enemies 
having ſlain one another. In the Infancy of the Chriſtian 
Church, Paul and Silas ſung at Midnight in Priſon, the 
Foundations ſhook, the Priſon Doors opened, the Pri- 
ſoners Bands were looſed, and the Jailor was converted. 
Here, (fays an ingenious Remarker) were Songs in the 
Night without a Furia, and Stones moved by Muſic 
without a Fiction. 
A worthy Divine, (Dr. BRA v) amongſt his other pious 
Endeavours, has expreſs'd no ſmall Zeal and Skill in re- 


commending and promoting this religious Excerciſe; and 


aſſures us, That through the Fondneſs of People for 
fPſalm- ſinging many have recovered their Reading, 
<* which they had almoſt forgot, and many have learne 

< to read for the ſake of ſinging Pſalms :* To this we
